The New York World says tho Demo- 


cratic party needs New York's thirty-six 
electoral votes next yenr and has need 
to emphasize itself this yeir in it* choice 
of a candidate for Governor of New York. 
Now that Governor Hill lias taken him- 
self out of consideration it thinks that 
Qiover Clevelaud is best, fulfils the re- 
quirements of a candidate for Governor 
He is ft candidate for the Democratic 
Presidential noiniuntion next year, his 
candidacy resting upon the assumption 
that ho can surely carry New York. The 
assumption that he can do so is stoutly 
maintained by some and as stoutly de- 
nied by others. It is of the utmost im- 
portance thai the question shall be sub- 
jected 
to the crucial test before tho 


time comes for the selection of National 
candidates. This year's election affords 
nn opportunity fin such a tsst. 


Tho World argues that if Mr. Clave- 


land, as a candidate for Governor, shall 
demonstrate his ability to cany New 
York, his claim to consideration for the 
higher place, will bo weighed without 
the einbarassrncot of doubt ns to liis 
stiength in that Stnte. If he cannot 
carry the State it is desirable that the 
fact shall be made clear in time to save 
the party from making a disastrous blun- 
der in 1893. 


Governor Hill, though elected to the 


United States Senate for sis years, had 
no objections to relinquishing that office 
and entering the field again for Governor 
of New York. Now Cleveland maybe 
given opportunity to test his courage, 
though there is really no gootl reason 
why a man who has made himself so un- 
popular ia the West as Cleveland has 
clone by his opposition to the silvei 
in- 


terest nnd tbe great mnjoiity of his party, 
should bo nominated for President be- 
cause lie is elected Governor of New 
York. 


The Democratic party should let Cleve- 


land alono unless ho comes out squarely 
and unequivocally for free coinage. 


The Persecuted Jews.

LONDON, Aogntt 13,—The work entttkd

sale utid to-day the second edition was 
issued. The book is devoted to an expose 
ol tqe wrongs from which the Jews in 
Russia suffer, aud :he seoon.l edition fc,ives 
long Hats ol fresh perstoutious to which 
the Hebrews ia that country have b«eu 
subjected.

A letter from n J«w in Russia to the 


Minister in London is published in the 
book. The writer BBJS the most serious 
matter of all is the general outlawry in 
which the Jews are htld. Every petty 
Russian official assumes the right to treat 
them 8i he thinks fit. As an illustration 
of Ihut misuse of power he instances the 
fact that the police of Liban recently 
issued an order prohibiting tho Jews from 
bathing in the sea iu Summer. A letter 
received (ram a gentleman in CharloUen- 
barg, Germany, describing the condition 
of the Jews who are fleeicg from Russia, 
says the refugees who have not sufficient 
money to pay full price for tickets to 
America have received tickets from the 
Jewish Emigration Committee at IMS than 
cost. 


RAIN TO OK DEB. 


The experiments in producing ruin by 


Artificial means, which am being con- 
ducted under the direction of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, are progressing sat- 
isfactorily. Professor R. G. Dyrenfurlh, 
n Washington lawye"1 of -scientific attain- 
ments, is superintendiog the experiments 
in the Held. At present he is operating 
at Midland, Texas, and he reports that 
the firing of explosives was followed 
by a copious rain. About ten hours 
afttr the explosion heavy clouds gathered 
and rain fell over many miles of surface. 


While tho scientist ia not positive that 


tbe explosions actually produced the 
storm, he thinks they were imtrnmental 
ia precipitating the moisture, which the 
clouds brought to the locality and greatly 
increased the intensity of tbo storm, aa 
the precipitation was greatest in the vi- 
cinity of the operations. 


Should it be demonstrated beyond 


doubt that rains can be caused to fall 
over several thousand square miles of 
surface by the explosion of dynamite 
above thfe c.artb, at a moderate expense, 
tho irrigation problem will bo solved am] 
the arid region will ba tho moat desira- 
ble locality for agricultural purposes in 
the country, especially if low rates of 
transportation for the products of the 
soil can be had to the seaboard. 


Conceive the change that would be 


brought to Nevada if rain could be pro- 
duced to order 1 Every valley would be 
popufated and each community would 
own and operate its rain-making appara- 
tus, its use to be determined by local 
regulations. With such machines, for 
use in fertile valleys, and the coinage of 
silver free at the mints, as tho coinage of 
gold is now, Nevada would become in a 
few years tho Empire State of the Pacific 
ui.d boss rule ami dull times would be 
things of the past. 


Justice Avenged.

SIMILA, August 13.—Toe murder of 


British officials in March last was avenged 
to-day by the execution of two of the lead- 
ers of the massacre. The two men were 
members of the reigning family of Manipur 
and both appealed from the decision of 
the Military Court of 
inquiry 
which 


tried them but the Marquis of Lands- 
downe, 
Viceroy 
of 
India, 
refase'd 


to 
interfere with the 
decision 
of 


that court. The two men executed were 
Senaputty, or Commander-in-Chief of the 
Manipnr army, and Congel, a General, 
who violated the flag of truce under which 
the Englishmen were decoyed from Mani- 
pur, and who gave the native executioner 
orders to kill tbe British prisoners.

Few people are aware of the enormous 


profits realized by the successful fruit 
growers of California, and yet fortunes 
are being made in this industry, i A 
notable example of this fact is A. T. 
Hatch, whose success has been little 
short of the marvelous. On his fruit 
farm in Bolano county he has 400 acres 
of full bearing trees and 400 acres of 
trees that are still too young to produce 
even a small yield. Last year from the 
400 acres, after paying the expenses of 
the entire orchard, he realized a net pcoftt 
of $100,000. The cost of caring for the 
young orchard was nearly or quite $10,- 
OQ9, so that his actual profits were a 
httie more than |880 per acre. Prices
